It has been the conftant Employ- 
ment of the Craft/man for feveral Years patt, who 
makes it his Bufinefs, by falfe Reprefentations of Per- 
fons and Things, to defame the Government, debafe 
the Majeity of the King, and difgrace his Minitters, 
with a Defign to render them Contemptible and Odious, 
and then tells the People that they are Contemptible and 
Odious: Whereas, in Truth, there is not the leaft De- 
gree of national Contempt or Odium, but what the Au- 
thors or Abettors of the Craft/man have created: ‘They 
make the Misfortune, and then comp/ain of it ; they alone 
are Guilty ; but, like other Sinners, they ¢ransfer their 
Guilt, and charge the Adminiftration with that Di/affec- 
tio which they and their Writings have worked up. 

To fav, as they do in that venomous Paper before 
us, ‘ That Contention among great Men will have but 
‘ little Effeét on the Body of the People, uniets their own 
‘ Intereft is vifibly concerned,’ is the moft fenfelefs and 
ridiculous Thing in Nature ; for, the People in all Free 
Governments, ever jealous of Power, and fu/picious of 
Defigns upon their Rights and Privileges, are frongly 
difofd to hearken to any Impottors and Deceivers, 
under the folemn Pretence of being for the Liberty of 
the Subjectagainit the Potwér tf the Crown : They are 
very carelefs Obfervers of human Nature, they never 
look into the Springs of their own Aétions; and, for 
that Reafon, are incapable of difcerning thole of 
others ; fo that, they are eafily led away by the vir- 
tuous Sounds of Patrioti/m, and State-Reformation ; and 
almoft always take Appearances for Realities. "Tis fo 
far, therefore, from being true, that they don’t take 
Party but where their own Jntere/t is concerned, that 
they feldom, if ever, in publick Contentions, confider 
their own Interef ; but Love and Hate, Praife and 
Difpraife, according to the Prejudices of their narrow 
Education, and agreeable to the Paffions and Follies of 
that little Clan or Society with which they herd. And, 
to the Truth of this, Mr. D’ Anvers, (who never at- 
tempts to reafon, but he contradi@s himtelf) bears Wit- 
nefs, when he obferves, what little Matters, and even 
mere Trifles will catch their Affeéions; for, tis equally 
true, that as little Matters and as mere Trifles will create 
their Averfions. Where was their Interef concerned in 
hunting down the true Friends of the Revolution, during 
all King William’s Reign, as Haters of Monarchy and 


faithful and fuccefsful at Home and Abroad : For which 
Reafon his Government is reprefented to the People, as 
a Minifterial Government, and a Minifterial Tyranny : 
Can there be greater national Wickednefs than this? 
Or, can Gentlemen, who aflume to themfelves the 
Charatters of the King’s beft Friends, be capable of 
finning with fo higha Hand, as to draw the mildef and 
jufteft Government upon Earth as a Minifferial Tyranny, 
a Parliamentary Tyranny, and Legal Slavery ? Was there 
ever fuch a Profitution of Priaciple and Honour? We 
have lately another /ea/ele/s Diftindion, trump’d up to 
ferve the fame vile Purpofe of alienating the Affections 
of the People from their Sovereign, which is, a Di- 
ftinction between THE RovyaL Power of the 
Crown, and THe Ministrexiat Power of the 
Crown : Ridiculous indeed ! for, if "tis a Power of the 
Crown, "tis as truly Royal, whether it be exercifed by 
the King immediately; or, by his Minifier mediately. 
The Power which a King of England delegates to a 
Minifter, is as really Royal Power, as tho’ it was im- 
mediately exercifed by himfelf. 

Bu r to what Hardthips and Diftreffes are thefe Men 
driven for zew Methods ot abufing ? What Pains do 
they take, even at the Expence of their Under/tandings, 
to make that Prince odious to the People, for whofe 
Honour, and for the Intereit of whofe Family, they 
fometimes exprefs the higheft Concern? For they 
abufe him only becaufe they Lve him, and endeavour to 
make him //e the Hearts of his Subjects, only to recover 
them again when he thinks fit to také them into the 
Miniftry. But this Game has been played fo Jong, 
and looks, at prefént, fo unfuccefsful, that one would 
think they fhould grow weary of it, and be willing to 
throw it up : If not, they will give us Leave to attack in 
our Turn, and pardon us if we fhew them in ¢rue Lights, 
who have fo often fhewn the Miniltry in fa//e ones. 

Tuey have, inthe Craft/man be us, given 
feveral Marks by which a King may know when he is 
reduced to the deplorable Condition of being a Slave to 
his Servant, and a Slave of the firft Magnitude. ‘The 
firft Mark is, ‘ When many Noblemen and Gentlemen 
* of the moft ancient Families, the largeil Eftates, and 
« the greateft Credit in the Kingdom, abfent themfelves 
‘ from Court.” Anfwer, Ifthis Faét is true, which I 
think abfolutely falfe, yet the Mar& is not a fure one ; 
becaufe many Noblemen and Gentlemen of the mott 
ancient Families, the largeit Eftates, Sc. have not 
more Sen/e nor Virtue than others; but are fubject to the 
fame Foibles and Weakneffts as the lrwef} Cla/s of Men. 
Knowledge and Virtue are not hereditary; befides, 
there is agreat Difference between voluntarily ablenting 
themielves from Court, and ftaying away, becaufe they 
are confcious that their Actions have rendered them very 
unacceptable at Court. They may be abjeat, and yet 
uneafy becaufe they are abfent. 

AnoTruer Mark, it feems, whereby a King may 
know whether he is a minifferial Slave, is, when Men 
of unqueftioned Worth and Fidelity throw up great Poits, 
without any declared Motive. Anfwer, ‘This is no

Carrying Things in the Houle by a/ma// or a 
great Majority, proves nothing ; it neither proves the 
Thing to be right nor wrong, io that from thence no 
Inference can be drawn. ‘Lhe Whigs, in the glorious 
Part of Queen Anne's Reign, often carried Things, the 
beft calculated for the Good of the Kingdem, by a very 
{mall Majority : A Speaker of undoubted Moriour and 


blick Virtue but by eight or ten Votes; and fome 

oints of the greatett Importance to the Nation by two 
or three Votes. To the beit of my Remembrance, the 
making it High Treafon to oppofe the Hanover Succeffion, 
was carried but by ome Vote ; and yet, had that mifcar- 
ried, the Nation had been undone. There is no rea~ 
foning, therefore, for, or againit a Miniftry, from theft 
Events ; for they happen alike to all, the’ Wife and the 
Unwife, the Good and the Evil, the Jfuit and the 
Unjutt.

Yefterday arrived a Mail from Holland, with thefe 


Advices. 


The new Revolution in Turkey feems confirmed by 
Letters both from Poland and Germany. At Warfaw 
indeed they had the News of a great Tumult that 
had happened at Conflantinople ; but they knew no 
other Particulars than that it had coft the Lives of th.4 
Grand Vizier, and fome other Minitters of the Ortoman 
Porte ; and thatthe only Caufe of the Vizier s Difgrace 
was his making too great a Difcovery of his Inclination 
to maintain a good Harmony with the Chriftian Prin 
ces. According to fome Advices from Vienna, a

Courier arrived there, who lett Conitantinople the - 


zoth of December laft, and reports, that the Grand 
Vizier was depofed, and fent to the Seven Towers $ 
and that the lait Vizier who was banifhed to Candia, 
was recalled. M. Tahlman, the Emperor's Minifter 
at the Porte, fays alfo, in a Letter dated at Conflanti- 
nople on the 25th of December, that the Grand Vi- 
zier was depoied that very Day; and that the Seli¢tar 
Aga, who carries the Grand Seignior’s Scymiter, was to 
att in his Office, till another be appointed. ‘Tho’ this 
News may be true, yet they were in fome Doubt of it 
at Vienna, becaufe their other Letters from Conftanti- 
nople make no Mention of it. : 

They write from Petersburg, that the Czarina, for 
encouraging the Inhabitants of Riga in their Manufac- 
tures and Commerce, hasrefolved tolend them 100,000 
Rubels for five Years, without Intereft, on Condition 
that they re-pay the Principal at the End of that ‘erm. 
The Lieutenant General of the Ordnance waited on her 
lately, with fome Fire-Arms of a new Invention, par- 
ticularly one for throwing Granadoes the Length of 
half a Mile. 

The Letters add, that the Countde Munich is mak. 
ing great Preparations to befiege Afoph, imcafe of a 
Rupture with the Turks; that he is arrived with his 
Army within a League of that Fortrefs, which is not 
only blocked up on the Land Side, by the Situation of 
the ‘Troops on both Sides of the River Don, but js alid 
fhut in on the Sea Side, by great flat-bottomed Veflels 
mounted with Cannon ; befides which, the Count has 
raifed Batteries on the Bank of the River that leads t) 
Afoph, in order to prevent any Ships coming to it 
from the Black Sea. Mean time the Count has certain 
Advice, that there are but three Months Provifions in 
the Place, and that it will be impoffible for the Turks 
to bring ina freth Supply, without expofing theméelves 
toa certain Defeat. 

They write from Stockholm, that they are ve 
bufy at the Chancery Office in muftering up the Deeds 
and other Records that are to be delivered to the Cza- 
rina’s Minifter, by virtue of her Engagement to pay 
off the Sums which the Dutch lent to the late King 
Charles the [Xth, upon the Mortgage of the Cottoms 
of Riga. ‘The Duke of Courland having, by his Will, 
left that Dutchy after his Death to his Confort, who is 
Sifter to the Duke John Adolphus of saxe-Weiflenfeis, 
and declared her fole Heir to all his Eftate, hay jent his 
faid Will to the €@2zarina, and prevail'd on her to be his 
Executrix, 
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The French Minifier at Koningsberg has delwered 
to the Polifh Lords of the Confederacy in favour of 
King Staniflaus, a Memorial relating to that Prince's 
Abdication, as it is ftipulated in the Preliminaries, and 
defired them to conform to it, with an Affurance that 
his moft Chriftian Majetty will take effe€tual Care that 
their Liberties, Privileges, and Prerogatives fheall be 
confirmed. ‘They add, that two Polith Lords being 
arrived there from Warlaw to fee their Friends, King 
Staniflaus imvited them to his Court; but they defir’d 
to be excufed, faying they had not Leave for it from the 
King of Poland. Some of the French Miniller’s 
Officers at Stockholm pretend to know, that King 
Staniflaus’s Stay. at Koningsberg has coft his Father-in- 
Law four Millions of Livres, without reckoning the 
Wines, Sweetmeats, and other Provifions fent him 
irom France. 

Letters from Germany fay, that Prince Eugene is 
in a fair Way of Recovery, by the Care of Dr. Gazelli, 
the Emperor’s Phyfician, who has advifed him againft 
afing too much Exercife, becaufe his Indifpofition is 
attended with a fort of Heétic Fever. The Minifter 
of Wirtemberg has received from the Emperor the 
Inveftiture of that Dutchy, and the Fiefs thereon de- 

nding. 

The Officers of the Eleétor Palatine’s Cuftoms have 
made a Scizure of a Million of Rix Dollars in Caro- 
lus’s and other Gold Specie in the Dutchy of Berguc, 
which the Jews of Amiterdam were fending to Frank- 
fort in Carts. This Seizure is the more furprizing to 
the Proprietors, becaufe they have made the like Re- 
mittances for feveral Years paft, without any Hindrance 
or Moleltation ; and they have fent an Exprefs to Man- 
heim with a Petition to his Electoral Highnefs to order 
Reilitution. 

‘There is a Report, that for particular Reafons, the 
Emperor and the King of France will have a flying 
Camp next Spring on each Side of the Rhine ; but 
that the good Underitanding betwixt thofe two Powers 
will not iuffer by it. 

King Auguftus and feveral Princes of the Empire 
make fuch Intereft in favour of the Duke of Saxe- 
Weiflenfels, the General of the Saxon Troops, that 
‘cis not doubted but the Dyet will foon declare him 
Velt Marfhal General of the Army of the Empire. 

We are aflured that M. du Theil, who 1s now at 
Vienna, carried with him the fine Goldh-ilted Sword 
adorned with Diamonds, as a Prefent from the King 
of France to the Duke of Lorain, befides other Pre- 
fents for the Archdutchefs ; and that he has Credentials 
with him to aflume the Character of the French King’s 
Envoy Extraordinary, with a full Power, as fome fay, 
to treat of a Quadruple Alliance between the Emperor, 


the King of France, the Czarina, and the King of 


Great Britain, for the Guaranty of the Pragmatick 
Sanction. 

They havea Report at Copenhagen, of a new Treaty 
of Commerce cn foot between the States General and 
the King of Denmark, which the Subjects of that 
Kingdom heartily wifh may take place. 

Several Embellifhments are making at Berlin, in 
order to render it one of the fineft Cities in Germany ; 
and the King has ordered 300,000 Crowns for building 
a lower on St. Peter’s Church, in the room of that 
which fell down of itfelf about a Year ago. 

According to fome Letters from Hanover, the Report 
which had obtained fo univerfally of a Marriage in- 
tended betwixt the Prince of Wales and the Princefs of 
Saxe-Gotha, lofes Ground, fome Letters being arrived 
there from England, which infinuate, that there is no 
Foundation for all the Rumours which have been given 
out upon that Head ; bat a little Time will clear up 
this Doubt. °Tis faid, that Apartments are fitting up 
at Stockholm, for the Reception of Prince William of 
tefle, and his Son Prince Frederick. 

They write from Swiilerland, that fome Broils have 
happened in the Country of the Grifons, on account of 
the Tenths, which feveral Societies refufed to pay the 
Clergy ; and that, in one Place, there was a very hot 
Skirmith between the Inhabitants, wherein feveral 
were killedand wounded. 

Letters from Italy fay, that the Duke de Montemar 
having fent Notice to the Great Duke of Tufcany, to 
withdraw all his Garifons to make room for the Spa- 
niards, the Great Duke ordered all his Troops to put 
themfelves ina Poflure of Defence, fent the Duke de 
Montemar Word, that he would never foffer any 
‘Troops to take Poffefiion of his Dutchy while he lived, 
and afwally forbad him to come any more to Court. 
Mean time the Great Duke's Minifter at Vienna has 
notified his Mafter’s Confent to the new Regulation 
with regard to his Succeflion, and declared, that the 
Subjects of Tafcany were glad to hear, that the Family 
of Lorain was to govern them, after the Death of the 
Great Duke.
